DECISION ADVERSE. TO THE NEW wal COM- 
PANY. 

Wasamerton, D. C., July %.—The Secretary 
ot the interior to-day rendered a detision in the 
long pending of the New [dria Miv- 
ing Company of California for a review of the 
Department’s decision af 1871) which rejected 
their application fora patent of 480 acres of 
mineral land in California. Secretary Schurz 
concurs in the decision of 1871, in holding that 
@ larger quantity of land is embraced in this 
application than was contemplated or author- 
ized by law. | 

By the decision of to-day the New Idria Com- 
pany, by its purchase of the property, did sot 
acquire the right to have or take @ patent tor 
more than 160 acres of land. 

Following is an abstract of Secretary Schurz 
decision: 

After reviewing the previous decisions of the 
Department, and proceedings of the Supreme 
Court, the Secretary says the latter determined 
that the Pavoche Grande elaim was

and that MeGarrahan had no richt to any land 
thereunder. No action having been taken by 
Congress look hig to the further suspension of 
proceedings in the case, the Secretary thinks 
the application should be taken up and the 
questions involved decided. The first objection

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LIABILITY OF AN INNKEEPER. 

The suit of Harriet B. Krskine vs. Potter 
Palmer involved an interesting question as to 
the liability of a hotelkeeper to an inmate of 
hie house. It seems that Mrs. Erskine came 
nere in October, 1877, and announced that sbe 
was intending to stay all winter. She was given 
aroom at special rates in the Wabash avenue 
part of the hotel, which is generally set apart 
to boarders. A few weeks after her arrival ber 
room was entered and she wat robbed of a large 


amount of personal property, ali of which, 
however, was recovered with the exception of a 
pair of diamond earrings and $10 in money. 
She then brought suit, claiming Palmer was re- 
sponsible, she being at the time a guest at his 
hotel. The defense was that she was not a Cuest 
at the time, but a boarder. 

Judge Bioagett said there was no doubt but 
at common law an innkeeper was the insurer of 
the goods of his guests, bat that a keeper of a 
boarding-house or private tavern was not so lia- 
bie. The recent “A

transient guests, was to be deemed a guest or 
boarder was a ge of fact to be determined 
by the jury, or in the ut case by the Court 
without a jury, from the ony in the case. 
It was sometimes difficult to know who was the 
guest of au innkeeper, and it was not enough to 
make a boarder that he had staved a long time 
in the inn, paying only for the actuai entertain- 
ment be receiv There waa no fixed rule by 
the application of which it could be said 
whether a sojournér at an inn was a guest 
or boarder. Every case must be settled by its 
own peculiar facts. But from the facts in the 
present case, that is, that Mrs, Erskine had 
reached one end of ber fourney, that she had 
obtained special rates on condition ot remaining 
some months, that she lived im the board 
part of the hotel, and that ber name was enter 
on boarders book, it was clear she must be held 
to be a boarder and bound to accept the rela- 
tions of one. The defendant, therefore, was not 
liable for the loss of her jewelry under such 
circumstances, and judgment would therefore 
be rendered in his favor.

The interdicted items must go into a bag, or 
box, or envelope, and then into a patent tin-boxz 
approved by the Postal Department. The items 
tbrown out as unmailable under the above rule 
include all pointed articles, such as bair- 
plus. tooth-picks. needles, shuttles, pens, ete.

Race in Politics. 
To the Batter of The Tribune. 

Cm, July 26.—What seems to me a great 
evil in our local politics is the custom which 
has been estabiisbed, and is observed dy political 
parties in their conventions and by pubite of- 
ficers who have authority to make important 
appointments, of dividing nominations or ap- 
pointments among the different races of which 


our population is composed. 

This practice, though it be observed as a 
measure of policy and conciliation, besides fos- 
tering a spirit inimical to republican lustitu- 
tions, is productive of injury in other ways, for 
Ua man be elected to an office or chosen as 
ebief of the Police, Fire, or other Department 
because he is a representative of a race, he will, 
aside from the natural regard which persons 
owning a common birthplaee feel for each other, 
consider that his election or appointment was 
due entirely to his being such a representative, 
and will confine the patronage of his office so 
far as may be politic to the race to which he 
belongs. . 

We seldom bear of a man’s moral character 
and fitness for place being urged as arguments 
for bis election or appointment, these seem ing 
to be weak considerations ; le this subject of 
race representation is brought forward every 
time an election takes place or an appotntment 
is to be made, 

To contead that a man should be chosen to 
an office for such a reason, is to argue that be 
is not an American; it is a disavowal of natural- 
ization and all to this country, and a 
recognition of a foreign nationality if be be of 
foreign birth. 

In writing this communication T am not swayed 
bv sectional feeling or spirit hostile to citizens 
of foreign birth; my only object being to call 
attention to and bring into disrepute, if possi 
acustom which ali thoughtful Americans 
foreign birth will unite in condemning.

hands ia, That 9 general reduction of the 
hours to eight throughout the United States 
will create a demand for two millions more 
persons at eight hours per day. This de- 
mand for extra labor will advance wages, 
and, therefore, under. the eight-hour syatem 
everybody can get work at big wages.” 
Let us see if it will. If four millions of 
men labor ten hours per day the value of their 
products will set four millions of other teu- 
hour men at work to produce enough goods 
to exchange products with the former. But 
let the first-named four millions shorten 
their hours to eight, and then they will pro- 
duce only enough to purchase about three- 
fourths of the products of the other four 
milhons of ten-hour workers; consequently 
one million of the latter will be thrown out 
of employment for want of market for their 
goods, or they must shorten their hours and 
accept three-fourths wages for their leas pro- 
duction. If the eight-hour advocates would 
stop to reflect that the demand for goods de- 
termines the supply, and that the amount of 
the workman’s demand is limited to his earn- 
ings; that the amount of products which he 
offers in exchange or the worth of his money- 
wages constitutes his ability to purchase the 
products of others, they will then be in a 
mental condition to perceive that for each 
workman to shorten up the hours of pro- 
duction is not the best way to earn 
money to pay for the labor of 
others and set idle men at work. 
An eight-hour worker produces enough goods 
to exchange for eight hours’ production of 
some other man. Soif he works ten hours 
he can purchase the products of ten hours’ 
work of another man. But a ten-hour man 


| dropping down to eight hours don’t increase 


production or wealth thereby for himself or 
any one else, He is manifestly able to pur- 
chase only eight-tenths as much labor and 
goods of others as before. He creates 20 
per cent less demand for other workers’ 
goods; that is, he can buy only 80 per cent 
as many goods as when he worked and pro- 
duced ten houraper day. This will leave 20 
per cent of other men’s goods unsold, and 
consequently employers must work their 
men on short time at short wages, or dis- 
charge a quarter of them: There can be no 
increase of employment ina nation by each 
man reducing his power to purchase the 
products of others by cutting down his hours 
of production to eight or six; for if that 
pleasant plan would work, the better way 
would be to keep two or three holidays each 
week, But when this 1s tried the people are 
miserably poor and the country is full of 
paupers and mendicanta. 


The presence in this city of the Congres- 
sional Committee charged with inquiry into 
the causes of business and labor depression 
would have been more important to the pub- 
lic six months ora year ago. This Commit- 
tee was orignally organized by the preceding 

which made Mr. Hewirr, of New 
York, Chairman. At time there was 
apparent reason for such an investigation as 
was proposed. The prolongation of the life 
of the Committee under the direction of Mr. 
Henpaice B. Wricut, of Pennsylvania, the 
present Chairman, was of very doubtful 
necessity. In any event, the Committee has 
come into a section of the country where it 
will be puzzled to find at this time the de- 
pression of industry and labor which it was 
appointed to investigate. There has been a 
marvelous change for the better in the 
condition of trade and ‘industry since 
the Committee was originalty organized. 
The sound of the hammer, the clink 
of the trowel, the dia of the foundry, 
the smoke from the factory-chimneys, 
the roar of the furnaces, the swarm of work- 
men at the depots and about the harbors, the 
unceasing ramble of the railroad-trains across 
the Continent,—all these signs of renewed 
activity are to-day more striking than any evi- 
dences of idleness or suffering that can be 
raked. together after e most vigorous 
search. The great mass of the unemployed 
have been provided with labor at wages which 
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If the duty at the Committee be consLrued in 
thia light, and if, finding a better condition 
of-thiogs, inquiry be instituted as to the 
causes of the improvement, it is possible for 
the Oommitiee to be of much service to the 
country. This basis for investigation will 
enable the Committes to obtain from those 
who appear before it à useful estimate of the 
comparative conditions of the present and of 
ene or two years ago, and to make up a 
valuable summary of the circumstancgs and 
events that have brought about the notable 
change. Such an inquiry will suggest that 
the representatives of the discontented pecple 
be closely questioned us to the cause 
for the discontent which they purport 
to represent and the efficiency of the reme- 
dies they propose. Three classes ask for a 
hearing, viz,: the Socialistic party, the 
Trades and Labor Council, and the Greenback 
Fiatists ; all three have appointed Commit- 
tees to appear before this Congressional 
Committee, and these Local Committees 
should be catechised in such a manner as to 
bring out the real purposes of the orgauiza- 
tions they represent. 

1. Leading Communists, like Mondax, 
Sister, Parsons, McAuuirr, Senne, and 
StREETER, are the volunteer spokesmen for 
the Socialists. These people, as nearly as 
we have been able to determine, are opposed 
to the competitive system of labor, produc- 
tion, industry, and trade which prevails in 
this country. The talk about abolishing the 
contract system in all public works, about 
prohibiting convict labor, about establishing 
Government co-operative institutions, and 
about the Government's taking possession 
of all the means for transportation and com- 
munication, has led to this ‘conclusion. The 
competitive system may be briefly de- 
fined as the ruling privilege of every 
man to sell his own labor, or the 
product thereof, at the highest price 
he can obtain, and also for every man to 
purchase the labor of others, or the product 
thereof, at the lowest price for which he can 
procure it. All men, under this system, en- 
joy full and equal hberty to make the beat 
bargain they can in exchanging their owa 
labor or goods for those of others. 

If we are correct in asstiming that the 
Communists desire to abolish the competi- 
tive and wages system, then Mr, Wricat’s 
Committee should demand that they explain 
very explicitly the nature of the system 
they propose to substitute, and the advan- 
tages the substitution will offer over the pre- 
vailing civilization. The only anti-competi- 
tive system we can imagine is similar to that 
which prevails in the government of an 
army, a penitentiary, or @ poor-house. An 
army of men, for the most part, enjoy 
everything in common. They severally per- 
form the duties imposed upon them at the 
word of command, and they live in quarters, 
draw rations, and parcel out the work and 
the benefits. In a penitentiary there is a 
similar though stricter discipline; the men 
are distributed among different avocations, 
work the same number of hours, take their 
rest, their meals, their clothes, their recrea- 
tion, and their sleep in equal doses, and are 
subject to the orders of those placed over 
them. In a poor-house, the regime is 
much the same; the inmates perform such 
service as the overseer directs, and take what 
is doled out to them. Any system which 
denies the law of competition must resemble 
those we have named. But the army, the 
penitentiary, and the poor-house are able to 
support their discipline only by the most 
rigid laws and the exercise of force. What 
laws and what force do the Communists in- 
tend to establish which shall compel the en- 
tire country to conform to this kind of disci- 
pline, and what advantages will such disci- 
pline insure if it can be established? These 


are the questions which the representative | 


Communists should be made to answer. 


2. It is a little suspicious that the Trades 
and Labor Council should be represented be- 
fore the Congressional Committee by the 
same men who represent the Socialists; 
Messrs. Somr1ine, Pansd&s, MoAvuirr, and 
Mondax figure upon both Committees. Per- 
haps it may be fairly assumed, uowever, that 
the Trades and Labor Council desires espe- 
cially to urge a compulsory eight-hour law. 
This purpose has no application merely so 
far as the General Government is concerned, 
because Congress has already fixed eight 
hours as a legal day's work in the Govern- 
ment service. Is it their intention, then, to 
urge the passage of a law making it a mis- 
demesnor or a felony for any man to work 
in any service more than eight hours? If 
so, it is incumbent upon the representatives 
of the Labor Council to explain to the Com- 
mittee how such a law can be enforced, and 
in what manner it will benefit the country if 
it be enforced. How are the firmers, whose 
crops depend upon their laboring twelve and 
fourteen hours at certain seasons of the year, 
to be compelled to limit their toil to eight 
hours at all seasons? How are the men who 
work by the piece, which is the system 
whereby much of the labor in cities is now 
performed, to be prevented from working 
more than eight hours if their industry and 
a consideration for the future prompt them 
to do so? How are the workingmen to fare 
better than they do now if they be required 
to subsist upon the product of eight hours 
instead of ten hours? These are some of 
the questions which the Congressional Com- 
mittee should ask the representatives of the 
Trades and Labor Council who are advocat- 
ing ten hours’ pay for eight hours’ work. 

3. The Fiatists are to put in an appear- 
ance through Mesers.

These gentlemen should be required by the 
Committee to explain how their scheme is 
to improve the material condition of the 
country. Irredeemable paper was never 
more plenty in this country than et the time 
of the panic; why didn’t it avert the upi- 
versal collapse that followed? There was 
never a time when money could be borrowed 
at so low a rate of interest as to-day, when 

the paper currency is at par with specie. 
At the time of greater inflation and the re- 
motest prospect of redemption, when the 
dollar was worth 40 cents, money loaned out 
brought 12 and 20 per cent interest that can 
now be borrowed in abundance at 6, 7, and 
8 per cent ; the Government then paid 7.30 
per cent and sold bonds at a great discount 
where it now pays 4 per cent and sells its 
bonds ata premium. Municipal and other 
corporations then paid 7 to 8 and 10 per cent, 


while they now negotiate loans readily at 5 


or 6 percent. The Greenback Fiatists must

GREAT BRITAIN. 
We had some remeras recently to the 


effect that the grent surplus of agricultural 


| productions iu this country was contriputing 
largely to a great politiesl aud social revolu- 


tion in Great B. itain; and, even since we 
wrote, that revolution has made great prog- 
ress. Cheap food has become essential to 
British manufactures, and British manu. 
factures furnish the substance of Britis, 
trade and commerce and the source of Brit- 
ish wealth. This necessity for cheap food 
compels the free admission of Americau 
breadstuffs and meat, which are sold in 
England at prices which render British 
whéeat-growing and cattle-raising wholly 
unremuuerative. Farming, therefore, can- 
not be carried on in that country without 
such a reduction of rents as will deprive the 
land-owuing class of their incomes, and this 
destruction of incomes will tend to destroy 
the power end the very existence of the 
aristocracy. The land is held by compara- 
tively few persons ; and the land system of 
England, which is protected by primogeni- 
ture, entail, settlement, and the costly sys- 
tem of transfer, has the effect not only of 
perpetuating the land in a few hands, but 
also, by intermarriages, of consolidating that 
land into still fewer hands. The annual rent 
paid by tenant-farmers in the Kingdom in 
1877-78 was as follows:

This enormous amount of nearly 500 mill- 
ions of dollars was taken from the land, and 
most of it squandered; it was expended by 
a class that with but few exceptions are 
wholly ‘hon-productive, The British farmer 
is by contract compelled to put on the land 
a certain quantity of manure annually, which 
adds heavily to his rent. If he make any 
improvements it is at his own cost, and he 
cannot remove such improvements, nor can 
he obtain anything for them. Those who 
engage in cattie-raising have to purchase the 
food for the stock, and this food costs more 
than the raiser can get forthe meat, Under 
these circumstances—the result of the sale in 
Great Britain of our productions—the British 
farmers and the British land-owners have 
been brought face to face, and are compelled 
to consider what remedy is possible for this 
extraordinary condition of affairs. 

The British policy has been to employ the 
great bulk of its labor at mavufactures, and, 
selling these manufactures all over the world, 
it was considered cheaper to buy food with 
calico than, by protection to home agricult- 
ure, diminish the foreign trade. Last year, 
however, the supply of food imported into 
the Kingdom was equal to one-third of the 
whole consumption.. That experience told 
heavily on the farmers, and the prices of 
1879 and the increased bulk of American 
supplies have so completed the depression of 
the agricultural productions that the remedy 
ean no longer be delayed. This condition of 
affairs is further aggravated by the ruinous 
policy of silver demonetization, originally 
inspired by England, but the cost of which 
has fallen so seriously upon that nation. Its 
principal customers for manufactures were 
the silver-using nations, who were also its 
debtors. The demonetization of silver, by 
reducing the value of that metal, de- 
stroyed very largely the trade of those 
nations, and, by making their debts payable 
in gold, has baukrupted not only thousands 
of Oriental merchants, but also large British 
establishments which large ventures on 
Indian and other securities. The silver. 
using nations have mo money but silver; 
Great Britain demands gold; so tbe silver- 
using nations buy but ‘the minimum of Brit- 
ish goods, and British manufactures are 
even more depressed than British agricult- 
ure. Labor ia only partially employed and 
at scant wages; and,-while a heavy duty on 
American breadatuffs and meats might lift 
up the farming interest and enable it to pay 
high rents, it would reduce the general popu- 
lation to starvation. . Hence protection is 
impossible, and cheap food a necessity, 

In Ireland the rent-exactions now amount 
to what is known as “ rack-rents,” which 
means that the rent includes everything the 
land produces, leaving the tenant nothing 
for food. So enormous and general is this 
exaction that the eviction of the tenants 
for non-payment promises even popular 
violence. In Scotland and England partial 
concessions of rates do not meet the case, 
because it is concéded that, even if the rent 
were reduced to nominal sums, the product 
would hardly support the producers at the 
prices. British land supports three classes: 
the land-owners, who derive the rents and 
pay no taxes; the tenant-farmers, who hire 
| labor and land and do not work themselves; 
and the laborers, who do all the labor and 
obtain but small wages, and are the most de- 
graded class in Europe. 

In the first week of this month the sub- 
ject was brought before the’ House of Com- 
mons by a motion for a Royal Commission 
to report on the subject of agricultural de- 
pression, The discussion was a remarkable 
one, because of the advanced opinions ex- 
pressed. Jonx Ban, as might have been 
expected, made a most earnest speech, de- 
nouncing the British land system in un- 
measured terms, and, ia urging its over- 
throw, predicted that the day was coming 
when there would be a million owners of 
the soil in Great Britain. The effect of the 
debate was to show that the long-accepted 
faith in the land system and in the system 
of tenure had failed. These speeches were 
in the House of land-owners. Lord Harr- 
INGTON, of one of the greatest Whig land- 
owning families in England, and leader of 
the Liberal party, was outspoken in favor 
of a change of system. The Whig party in 
England has been historically the defender 
of the land system, and the Whig element 
of the Liberal party has been supposed to 
be opposed to a change. The Liberals gen- 
erally have been in favor of making land as 
salable as any other property, and of giving 
the enltivators various rights against the 
owners. Lord Harrmeton, however, who 
is the heir of a great land-owner, declared 
that the land system had broken down, In 
his speech he said:

Paterfamilias, materfamilias, and their 
sisters, and their cousins, and their aunts,” 
all know that it is an ineffable bore, and, if 
they were put upon the rack, would confess 
that life in one of those huge caravansaries 
is a dull, tedious, irritating, expensive sham, 
a gilded humbug, a fraud and a cheat, which 
they have to endure for the sake of having 
it known next winter that they were at 
Saratoga this summer.

The scourge of yellow-fever has all the 
mystery and horror of the sea in a tempest. 
The sufferer, paralyzed by fear and con- 
sumed with fever, like the wrecked ship, 
without sail, rudder, or compass, drifts 
rapidly towards the rock of death. His 
friends and neighbors avoid him, as the ship 
still struggling with the waves shuns the 
passive hulk blown hither and thither by the 
gale. It has always been thus with ‘‘ the 
pestilence which walketh in darkness, and 
the destruction that wasteth at noonday.” 
The people of the stricken city shrink from 
shadows, seek portents of evil in the 
heavens, and flee from the wrath to come.” 
Dzpor’s celebrated work on the Plague in 
London is replete with graphic descriptions 
of the intense alarm excited by the advent 
and progress of the scourge, and of thie gross 
superstitions to which its presence gave 
rise. As Droz was barely 4 years of age 
at the time of the pestilence, his descriptions 
of its progress, its horrors, and its effects 
upon individuals and communities were. 
necessarily borrowed. But that they were 
mere fictions of the imagination by no means 
follows, since the experience of mankind 
under similar circumstances tends strongly to 
confirm their verity. Indeed, it is proba- 
ble that a vivid recollection of the 
awful scenes through which the city passed 
remained with him and stimulated him to 
special inquiry on the subject of those of 
riper age. Besides, the visitations of the 
plague did not cease entirely until 1669, when 
Deroz was 8 years old. Deroz estimates 
the population of London at the time at a 
million souls. As the people flee from the 
yellow-fever stricken cities of the South 
now, so they fled from London then,—the 
rich first, to great distances, and next the 
middle class, to such distances as thei: 
means permitted. Two hundred thonsand 
persons—one-fifth of the population—fled 
the city. The poor remained and died like 
cattle. Says Deroz: “Sorrow and sad 
ness sat upon every face; London might 
well be said to be allin tears.” When the 
pestilence had made considerable progress 
the ald women” and the hypochondriac 
part of the other sex” remarked, that a 
comet passed directly over the city,” that it 
was of a faint, dull, languid color, and its 
motion very heavy, solema, and slow,” and 
that ‘‘accordingly it foretold a heavy judg- 
ment, slow but severe, terrible and frightful 
as was the plague.”

Oonsulting the 
sky, they “ saw a flaming sword held ina 
hand coming out of a cloud, with a point 
hanging directly over the city, hearses and 
coffins in the air carrying to be buried, and 
heaps of dead bodies lying unburied.” Even 
the clergy of the Established Church—some 
of them—lost their wits and preached ser- 
mons “ full of terror,” and, as they brought 
the people together with a kind of horror,

Defects Which Are Inexousable in 6 Build-

The occapation of the late experts, as such, in 
the new City-Hall investigation, is gone. They 
made their report yesterday, and, figuratively 
speaking, have washed their hands of the job. 

The experts met at 10 o’clock in the morning 


the new Government Building, and waited for 
nearly an hour for the members of the Council 
Committee on Public Buildings. When the 
latter, who dropped in one by one, had all put 
in appearances and accepted the General’s in- 
vitation to a concentrated attack on his cigar- 
box, the little gathering Was ready for business. 
This proved to be 
4 CONSULTATION, 

from which the reporters were excluded, be- 
tween the experts and the Committee on the 
subject of the former’s report, it being sub- 
sequently explained that, as the Committee 
would probably have to take some action 
on the fndings, u wes but prover 
that the ground should be gone over with them 
with some completeness of detail, in order that 
they might comprehend the “length, breadth, 
and depth—the cubical contents, as it were—of 
the whole subject. Not only was the report 
read, but the Committee were shown the plans 
about which so much has been said, until at 
last they got a pretty fair idea of what the re- 
port really meant,—whieb they could hardly 
have gotten from the document itself, owing to 
its barbarously faulty construction and total 
disregard of anything like usage or common 
sense in the way of paragraphing and punctua- 


tion. After the conference broke up,

I found him stabbed 
through the abdomen in the left iliac 
region, one and.a half inches to the left of 
the umbilicus.

This sensation, however, fell flat when it was 
reported last night that Emma had been found 
in good and safe keeping, and in the employ of 
a rival milk-dealer at No. 303 Southport avenue. 
But bow she happened to change places was not 
fully explained. 


The MeQuede family, of the Eighth Ward, is 
doing more than its share in the criminal line. 
One of the sous is in jail for the brutal killing 
of roung Robert Anderson on the Fourth of 
July, and a younger member of the fawily 
named Timothy was yesterday lodged in the 
Armory, but, singularly enough, was booked 
by the alias of Thomas Mack. There was 
a commotion and cries of Stop thief!’ eariy 
yesterday afternoon at the Exchange Building, 
corner of Clark and Wasbington streets, and 
Detectives Steele and McDonaid, who ran with 
the crowd, succeeded in arresting the youag 
man. In his flignt he tried to throw away a 
skeleton key and several other burglarious im- 
plements. People in the building state that they 
surprised him in the act of going through some 
of the rooms, which is quite probable, for be is 
only recently out of jail for the same kind of 
work. He is an inveterate young thiei, who bas 
greatly di his family.

DROP LETTERS. 


Expediting Their Delivery, 

A correspondent writes to Taz Tao in 
regard to the delay in the distribution of drop 
letters. He complains with some justice that 
not enough collections are made from the s 
tions, and suggests that the Postmaster t 
some measures to remedy this evil. There is | 
great foundation for these complaints, but it 
is difficult to see how it can be ob- 
viated without a decided increase in the work- 
ing force. At present, in some of the outlying 
districts where only two daily deliverv trips are 
made, a letter posted at, say 8 a. m., does not 
reach the station until about noon, as the car- 
rier is obliged to carry bis collections with bim 
while making bis delivery trip, which takes per- 
habs several hours. In case this letter is ad- 
dressed to another division it must be sent 
through the main office, and reaches its destina- 
tion in the evening. A letter mailed at the box 
mentioned above, shortly after the collection is 
made, would at least twenty-four 

the person to whom 
With the present force 
it is difficult to see how 
the system can be mach improved. At present, 
collections are made from the West Side station 
for the main office six times daily, irom the 
North Side station five times, and from the 
south, southwest and northwest stations four 
times aday. It is anticipated that there wil) be 
a slight increase in the force within a short 
time, in which case one delivery trip will be 
added in the business section of the North Side, 
and one more collection daily be made from the 
north station. The rest of the increased force 
will be required to keep up the efficiency of the 
service at its present status owing to the large 
increase in the number of letters carried. 

Mr. J. M. Hubbard bas proposed a plan to the 
Department which he bopes will do away with 
a great deal of the delay at present experienced. 
He proposes to have boxes located at irequent 
intervals on the principal thoroughfares iv eacu 
division, and keep a carrier constan!y employed 
in collecting from these boxes, which, lying in a 
direct route, can be emptied at very short inter- 
vals of time without much extra pedestrian 
labor. The other boxes would be collected as 
usual. In case one worte in aburry with a letter, 
one could then put it_jnto a box, without going 
too far, which would be collected within an hour 
at most. For the pregent the public will dave 
to be contented with things as they now are, for 
Postmaster Palmer can afford no better tacili- 
ties with his present force. 


NOT YBLLOW-FEVER. 


A Scare at Ridgeland. 

Through some unexplained manner a report 
was circulated yesterday that there was a 
genuine case of “ Yellow-Jack”’ at Ridgeland, 
and a few persons interested in that suburb— 
which is about seven miles west of the city on 
the Galena Division of the Northwestern Rail- 
way—were considerably worked up about the 
matter. A Inno reporter gleaned some in- 
formation in the city about the alleged case of 
yellow-fever, and then went out to Ridgeland 
to get.at the real facta of the matter. As he 
alighted from the train the -reporter met 
Dr. Milton Jay, the well-known Eclectic 
physician, and divining ct once that 
the latter bad an urgent case of some 
kind, asked him if he had a yellow-fever case on 
hand. The Doctor smiled audibly, and said, 
Bless you, no; where did you get such a re- 
port? The re told bim of the rumors, 
and Dr. Jay invited him to go right along and 
see the patient, a young man of about 21 years, 
named John Mayberry, who was found in a 
pleasant, shady residence near the railroad de- 
pot, kindly and well cased for by his mother 
and father. 8 

After the Doctor had examined dis patient 


cerning him, and stoically remarked that if he 
had had yellow-fever be would not bave been 
lying there for the past two weeks, as he had 
done. He was anxious to know how the rumors 
about him got into circulation, and was inform- 
ed that it was probably owing to the fact that 
he had been in Memphis. His father stated 
that he had been on business in that city in 
June last, but left there July 1, before there 
were any reports or signs of yeliow-fever. Dr. 
Jay said he was suffering from typho-malarial 
fever, and had been very ill. He had other 
patients who were ill from the same cause, and 
there was not the slightest reasou for saying 
they had vellow-ferer. He expected to have bis 
patient up again in afew days.

Feeble Rag-Baby Demonstration 
Last Evening. 


Congressman Wright Orates on Labor 
and Cheap Money, 


And Advocates His Amendment to the 
Homestead Law. 


The Grand Concert and Eieht-Hour Demon- 
stration” at the Base-Ball Park last evening, 
under the auspices of the National-Greenback- 
Labor party, was pot the success anticipated, 
though there were nearly 1,000 people present. 
Most of them, however, were attracted by the 
music, while a good many Socialists attended to 
hear some of the Congressmen talk. It is 
doubtful if there were 200 genuine Greenbackers 
in the crowd. Only one speech was made, Mr. 
Murch, of Maine, being detained at home by an 
accident to his wife. The Elgin Baad, about 
the best in the Northwest, furnished the music, 
which was well worth listening to, though there 
wasn’t very much of it. 

The gathering was called to order at 8:30 by 
William Halley, who. nominated George 8. 
Bowen for Chairman. He was, of course, elect- 
ed, and, after returning thangs, referred ‘to the 
Congressional Committee now in this city, who 
are to investigete the causes of the business 
stagnation throughout the country, saying that 
he trusted they would be enlightened while 
here. 

A committee was appointed to pass the hat, 
in order to raise money to meet the expenses. 
While the collection was being taken the band 
played several aire. 

CONGRESSMAN H. B. WRIGHT, 

of Pennsyivania, was then introduced, and start- 
ed out by expressing his satisfaction at meeting 
the workingmen of Chicago. He had come to 
talk about one of the most momentous ques- 
tions that could engage the attention of the 
people,—the rights of man. [Applause.] He 
had no recrimination to cast upon any party or 
any branch of business or trade. His mission 
was not to say angrv words, but to talk to the 
laboring men of Chicago about thos rights 
which, under the Constitution and the laws, 
were guaranteed to them, and which thev ought 
to have and to enjoy. [Applause.| He was not 
an advocate of the cause of labor bevause it was 
going to be of any advantage to him. He had 
reached the meridian of life, and had made 
a league between the laboring man and 
himself to devote the remnant of his life to 
ameliorating their condition. [Applause.] For 
ten yeurs he had devoted bis time to the sub- 
ject, and bis advocacy of the cause bad brought 
upon him the eomity of meo who represent 
eapital. But be cared nothing for it. o was 
in no danger from the monev rings. The coun- 
try would never prosper unless the laboring 
men were paid full wages and had enough to 
sustain themselves and families beyond want 
during twelve months of the year. There could 
be no prosperity without ‘it. That was the foun- 
dation of prosperity. No enterprise could be 
sustained unless there was a healthy condition 
among workingmen. How was this to 
be brought about? His reflection had 
led him to the conclusion that the rights of the 
laboring-man in the legislation of the country 
ought to be equal with those of capital, or ap 

of the industries of the country. [ Avolacee)

unless that rule was observed. His experience 
in Congress showed him that the contrary was 
the case.

Mr. Wright then referred to his supplement 
to the Homestead law, by which $500 was to be 
loaned by the Government to enable settlers to 
commence life, the money to be paid 
at the end of ten years, bearing 3 per 
cent interest. [Abolause.] It was to be 
handed over in installments, and before the 
second and subsequent ones were paid, proof 
was to be made that the other instaliments had 
been actually expended in the improvement of 
bie home. This guarded egainst imposition. 
The measure was defeated, but he intended to 
renew it. [Applause.] It was the duty of the 
couutry to take care of {ts unfortunate people, 
—one of ite firat duties where a man had be- 
haved himself and was honest, but, through 
want of employment, bad become déstitutepto 
give him aid and assistance.

STREET-PAVING. 


How It Should Be Dene. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, July 25.—I have read the article in 
your paper of Sunday, the 20th inst., on the 
subject of street-paving, in which you advocate 
the method of overlaying the ground-surface, 
when properly prepared, with flags of stone, on 
which the blocks of wood are to rest.

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SHAKSPEARE’S BIBLE. 

EXTRAORDINARY FAMILIARITY WITH THE 
” SCRIPTURES. 

Shakespeare lived at a time when the Bible be- 
once more to be eagerly studied, and he 
to have been fully alive to the new im- 
This is shown not merely by his direct 
. s from Scripture, but far more im- 
pressively by his indirect allusions. There are 
many passages into which Shakspeare (without 
has compressed the essence of portions 
of Scripture which could only have been the re- 
sult of a careful meditation ot the sacred page. 
Besides this, there is almost everywhere a recog- 
pition of the other world and invisible things, 
that bis mind had been in familiar com- 


munication with the chief source of religious 


truth. It is not too much to say that in Shaks- 
peare religion is a vital ang active principle, 
susteining the good, alarming the wicked, and 
influencing the heart and life. For example, in 
“ Measure for Measure, Jsadella’s character is 
based upon religion as containing the only princi- 
ples equal to the task of overcoming her tempta- 
tion. On the other hand, Ange’o, who makes a 
profession of strict moral purity, is destitute of 


religious principles, and therefore falls. 

We could find in Shakspeare allusions to pas- 
sages culled from almost every book in the si- 
ble. The references to the earliest historical 
characters of Scripture—Adam —＋ Eve, Cain 

belmare very numerous and very v 

meh — Ado About Nothing,“ we find Bene- 
dick saying ot Beatrics : I would not marrv ber, 
though she were endowed with all that Adem 
had left bim before he transgressed.” This 
owes its tore to the effect it has on our imagi- 
pation. We recall an image of the bliss and pro- 
fusion of good with which Adam was surround- 
ed before he fell. In the forest of Arden, the 
Duke aays: 


_ Are not these woods 
More free from peril than the envious court? 
Here feel we but the penalty of Adam— 
in reference, no doubt, tothe curse, “In the 
sweat of thy face thou shalt eat bread.” 

In Henry V.,“ Shakspeare makes a fine fle- 
urative use of Adam's expulsion from Paradise. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury is describing the 
change in Henry P. from a frolicsome youth to 
a wise King: 

Consideration like an angel ame, 
And whipp'd the offending Adam out of him, 
Leaving his body as a 
To envelov and contain celestial spirits. 
But the idea here that paradise became the 
sbode of celestial spirits is extra- Biblical and de- 
rived from tradition. 

In Richard II.,“ the thus upbraids the

What Eve, what r hath suggested thee

Here the three or four earliest pictorial sketches 
of the Bible are combined in one view, and thut 
in very strong colors. 

Falstaff makes a very witty allusion to Adam's 
fall in excuse of his own offenses: lu the 
state of innocency Adam fell; and what should 
poor Jack Falstaff do in the days of villainy?’’ 

These are but a few of Shakspeare’s references 
to the earliest historical records of the Bible. 
The allusions to Cain and Abel are not less nu- 
merous and striking. Constance thus speaks of 
Prince Arthur: 

For since the birth of Cain, the first male child, 

To him that did but yesterday suspire, 
There was not such a gracious creature born. 
The Bishop of Winchester when threatened by 
the Duke of Gloster thus speaks (1 “ Henry 
Vi,” 1, Bz, ..; 
Nay, stand thou back, I will not badge a foot; 
This be Damascus, be thou cursed Cain, 
To slav thy brother Abel, if thou wilt.

Thor- 
oughly aroused from his apathy by grief and 
desperation, he now resolves to hazard all, and 
ends his fierce invocation thus:

DOGMA VS. REASON. 
THE CONFLICT BETWEEN RELIGION AND SCIENCE. 
To the Editor of The Tridwne. 

Cnc eo, duly 20.—The purpose of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s last article in the Nineteenth Century, on 
* Probability as the Guide of Conduct,“ is 
evident. By giving prominence "to a doctrine 
which is little known except among weil-edu- 
cated people, he intends to benefit the cause of 
truth in general and that of religion in par- 
ticular. Examining the nature of evidence, and 
pointing out the fallibility of the percipient 
faculties of man, he shows conclusfvely that, 
strictly speaking, man cannot be cor tain of any- 
thing, and that iu no conceivable case can he 
obtain more than probable evidence as a guide 
for bis conduct. In the course of the article, he 
says: 
Certainly that which is fallible does not 
therefore always err. It may. in any given case, 
rform its duties perfectly, and as though it were 
fallible. The fallibility of our faculties, there- 
fore, may not prevent our having knowledge that 
in itself ies absolute. But it prevents our separat - 
ing what may be had with such knowledge from 
what we grasp with a hold less firm. In any sur- 
vey or classification, of what we bave perceived or

about a ciliation between the two. The 
goodness of their motives is above question, 
but, in the natare of things, their efforts can 
never be productive of any great results. In 
religion there can be no middie course. As 
Mr. Gladstone says, It is either true or false; 
this on all hands will be admitted. If it be 
faise, we are justified in repudiating it so soon 
as we have obtained proofs of its falsity, such 
as the constitution of our minds entities us to 
admit in that betalf. But we are bound by the 
laws of our inteliectua) nature not to treat it as 
false before examination,”’ 

He who is accustomed to read between the 
lines will easily perceive that these sentences 
—— a Kreat deal more than they express. if 
religion is either true or false, bow is its truth 
or falsity to be established? Science says by 
any method investigation which is con- 
formable to thé Known laws of reason. Until 
we know tbat religion is true we know that it 
may be false; our mind is in doubt. We ex- 
amine its doctrines in precisciy the same man- 
ner as We would cxamine the doctrines of any 
other theory, and, finding them either wholly 
without proof or without sufficient proof, 
we refuse to accept it. Now this position no 
“believer”? will admit. Religion must ultr- 
mately depend, not, like true science, upon self- 
evident truth, but upon dogma. "The position 
of Christianity m the nt controversy has 
been weil stated in a recent article, tn which the 
writer says: The assumption that the teach- 
ings of the Scriptures stand upon a common level 
with the teachings of science, and are to be 
called in question as any other subjects of 
human thought, cannot for a moment be ad- 
mitted by the Gospel preacher... His duty is to 
set before the people as infallible verities the 
great doctrines of the Scriptures——.’’* In 
arguing to the infallibility of the Seriptures 
from their inspiration, the * believer” argues 
to a conclusion from a premise which is not a 
self-evident truth, and which ie not ultimately 
based upon self-evident truth. This is in direct 
contravention of the laws of reason. 

The fllogicalness, the narrow-tmiadedoess, the 
utter absurdity of sucl. a position, can be fully 
comprehended only when we come to com 
ove form of religion with another. All re- 
ligions may be false. All cannot possibly be 
true. It any one form of rel , Christianity, 
for example, be true, then all others, as Brah- 
minism or Mohammedacism, must be false. 
Therefore some religions are false. Avgain, 
then, we have the question, How is the 
trutn or faster of. any religion to be 
established? Again science replies. By the 
test of reason.“ Again religion says Dorma. 
And so, ip the perennial controversy between 
science and religion, “skeptics”? and de- 
lievers are utterly at cross-purposes. 

What is to de the upshot of all this! From 
what we know of the past aud present, wnat 
may we expect iu the fucure? Between science 
and religion there may exist a quasi-friendsbip, 
but at heart they „ and must de, bitter 
enemies. What religion sanctions, nay, more, 
says is just and right, science says is absurd. Io 
any science, ** strictiv so called,“ the most com- 
plex forms of knowledge may be traced back 
through simpler forms of knowledge to axioms. 
These are the simple, sejf-evident truths upon 
which that science is built. Such ecience has a 
firm foundation,—a foundation in reason. In 
theology. the doctrines of Christianity depend 
upon the infallibility of Scripture, and this in 
turn depends upon the‘inspiration of Scriptpre. 
But the inspiration of Scripture is very far from 
being a self-evident trutb. 

Every advance in science is a witness in favor 
of ute methods of investigation, and in 

every such advance must injure re- 
ligion. The “skeptical culture” of the day is 
the influence of science, 
rity of its 
maturity, peopie understand in its full 
Morce and meaning the favorite aphorism of Sir 
William Hamilton: 
In the world there is nothing great but man, 
In man there is notbing great but mind.

BIBLICAL INSPIRATION. 
THE CONTRADICTIONS OF THE OLD TESTAMENT. 
To the Rditor of The Tridune. . 

Curcago, July 20.—When giants are hurling 
rocks, it might be well for pigmies to hide in 
caves; but when great minds discuss questions in 
which the feeblest are as much interested as 
they, little people may ask questions. Waat 
troubles me, in the controversy between the 
great infidel and his orthodox critics, is their ap- 
parent agreement that to give up the infalidility 
of the Bible is to give up Christianity. Prof. 
Swing, Dr. Thomas, and Robert Collyer have 
not made this mistake, but hold the fort.“ 
while yielding much that.others regard as its 
essential outposts; and in this have rendered, 
and are rendering, untold service to the race; 
but even these advance teachers do not seem to 
me to have discovered the ground on which the 
Church of the future must stand. 

This must not merely accept truth when 
thrust upon it by sharp criticism, but must 
search for and prociaim it. While the believers 
in an infallible Bible owe it to themselves and 
the world to give us a clear definition of the 
word inspiration,“ those who are bridging the 
chasm between the dogmatism of the dark ages 
and Christiavity of all time to come should not 
wait for infideis to drive them into concessions 
which must be made. 

What has Christianity to lose by being 
proved to be “the beir of all the ages,“ the 
outgrowth of all religions which existed before 
it, and the teacher of all that is best in those 
which have been established since? Is it less 
divine for being a thing of growth and develop- 
ment, whose roots sp over the ancient 
world, than as a hybrid. propagated by Jewish 
gardens in a Royal conservatory, under letters- 
patent from the Deity? 
We are told, on what seems to be good an- 
thority, tbat long before the days of Moses the 
Phoenicians knew God as Jehovah, and ascribed 
to him the same attributes that we now do: told 
that Baal and Baalpeor were but other names 
for the Creator of Heaven and earth, the just 
and merciful Father of all men. 
Philosophers and historians inform ws that 
four thousand years ago Brahma was worshiped 
as a being “ infinite, eternal, immaterial, and 
round, who, at one time, separated the male 
and female faculties which were in him, and 
rformed an act of generation of which the 
ingham becomes an emblem; and this first act 
gave birth to three divine persons,—Brabma, 
Bichen or Vichnow, and Chrib or Cheren, whose 
functions were, the first to create, the second to 
reserve, and the third to destroy or change the 
orm of the universe.

them, is quite as belittling to revelation as to 
the human intellect. It is in every way au im- 
provement on all other aceounts of creation,— 
a growth, a development; but, in the light of 
science, it is impossible fora very large portion 
of the race to regard it a8 a bis of facts; 
and, if it is not the exact truth, the God of 
Truth never dictated it. 

It is thougùt to be borrible blasphemy to say 
that the Bible is not the word of God; but is it 
less blasphemous fo say that God wrote a book, 
for the education of his children, and wrote it in 
such a way that they have found it utterly im- 
possible to understand it; utterly umpossible to 
come to any general agreement as to its mean- 
ing! It is beyond dispute that, after centuries 
of most earnest, praverfal research, the most 
devout believers in the theory of Inspiration 
find it impossible to agree a6 to the principles it 
teaches. 

When I was a little child it oceurred to me 
that it was very wicked to read a Commentar 
on the Bible, and thus assume that God cou 
not write so as to be understood. I thought 
that if He wented me to understand His book 
Rie had written it so that I could; and if He did 
not want me to understand it I had no right to 
try. Aslgrew up, entered on the active duties 
ot life, and reverentiy strove to make it my rule 
of action, the conviction Was forced upon me 
that pobody understands it, and that anv gen- 
eral agreement about its teachings is absolutely 
im possible. 7

That it contains sublime. truth is beyond 
question. No poet has conceived gs state of so- 
ciety more perfect than one governed entirely 
by laws to be found in it; but no fiend could 
desire one more depraved than some which have 
existed, and have found in it a warrant for every 
crime! The mixing up of the contents into a 
general jumble and labeling it Divine Revela- 
tion, „God's Word,“ etc., has certainty been 
a fatal mistake. 

Life is a lame and impotent conclusion, if we 
mav not believe In one only living and true 
God, who is infinite, eternal, and unchangeable 
in His being, wisdom, power, holiness, justice, 
goodness, and truth.“ Its dark hours are dark 
indeed without a Divine Redeemer and Com- 
forter; and why is it that our religious teachers 
would shut us out from the Divine presence if 
we cannot believe that this God contradicts 
Himself by writing one history of creation on 
the everlasting bills and another on parchment; 
that he ordered armies to extermivate peoples 
who had never injured them; to capture wowen 
and take them for concubines; to slay infants 
and mutilate prisoners of war; that, time and 
again, be killed thousands of innocent people 
because some one or two men bad offended 
bim; hat the Jews killed more men in special 
battles than could have stood on the battle- 
ground; that the prigsts at Jerusalem butchered 
60,000 oxen in a Gay," and burped the @ntrails, 
when there was no or petroleum and great 
forests near; or that God could have required 
such destruction of life? 

Dr. Clarke, the great Methodist commentator, 
sans the historicgl part of the Bible is contra- 
dictory and unreliable; and must we give up 
belief in the very existence of God, or believe 
he wrote talseboods?

The celebrated Mr. Mackonochie, whose name 
bas been so prominentiy before the public as 
the ritualistic Rector of St. Alban’s Church, 
London, is a quiet and genial centieman, 
especially celebrated for the work he has dove 
amovg the poor. His church is u a crowded 
district of eeable slams and courts north 
of High Hol where the state of the 
neighburhood is considerably worse than that of 
the worst tenement-house neighbornoods of this 
city. ‘The church was built and endowed by a 
wealthy banker, and is ap exeeediggiv beautiful 
building, furuisbed with all the accessories for 
the most advanced ritualistic worship. The 
“ Sisters of St. John the Baotist’’ work among 
the poor of the neighborhood, under Mr. Mack- 
onochie’s direction. They occupv a large build- 
ing close by the church. Although most of 
them are wealthy ladies living io stylish houses 
in Belgravia, they spend much of their time in 
personal visits to sick and distressed people. 
One brauch of their charity is the maintenance 
of a nursery for the care of children of women 
who go out to do days’ work. A bountiful dio- 
ner is spread once a week for poor people who 
are out of work. Night schools are kept uo for 
the young men and women, and aye managed 
by about eighty teachers. In the large 
working-room mothers are permitted to 
speod” evenings and sew garments for 
themselves and their children. Every 
Sunday morving a breakfast is given to poor 
boys. Coal, biankets, clothing, and other com- 
forts are liberally distributed to those who need 
them.

THE CHAMPION BLOWER GONE UP. 

Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

New Tonk. July 23.—Levy, the great cor 
netist, is in trouble, according to report. 
And this time it is something out of the or- 

pary run of trouble for him. Hitherto, I 

leve, his botherations have been more or 
less intimately connected with matters of « 
strictly financial character. Everybody always 
knew that Levy could jerk more wind out of 
a cornet than any other blower in America; 
but these was at the same time a popular su- 
persti among tradespeople generally, and 
the purveyors of wet goods in perticular, to 
the effect that he was not a desirable cus- 
tomer, The belief was engendered, if my in- 
formation ts correct, through divers and sun- 
dry experiences in which Sheriffs’ officers 
played. prominent parts, with results that 
were conspicuously saddening to themselves. 
In short, Levy bas always been considered as 
the sort of chap to do business with only on 
a cash basis. But in this case neither sagaci- 
ty nor cash can help him out, unless the bus- 
iness is enormously exaggerated. 
COBNET PLAYERS 
are occasionally afflicted with a disease which is 
to them about what the pen-palsy is toa man 
who writes. It is Known as the “ frozen-lip,” 
and is a sort of paralysis which attacks the up- 
per section of the orbicularia oris. (I charge 
nothing extra for that, even f I did learn it 
from the Rey. Jo Cook.) Men who play on 
wind instruments dread its approach, because 
when it once fairly tackles them they may as 
well look about for something else todo. Its 
causes are over-exertion and the reckless abuse 
of power. Few men are more unceasing in their 
work than Levy is. He commands a big salary, 
and isalmost always in demand, winter and 
summer. In the cold months concert managers 
are after him in battalions, and when hot weath- 
er approaches there is invariably a sharp rivalry 
among the keepers of watering-place hotels as 
té which shall secure his melodious, horn. This 
year he has been playing with Patrick Sarsfield 
Gilmore’s Baad at the Manhattan Beach Hotel, 
Coney Island. His contract with that estab- 
lishment provides that he shall perform several 
times eacheafternoon and evening, and there is 
little doubt that he has been one of 
THE VERY GREATEST ATTRACTIONS 

about the place. The minute he is seen at the 
‘music-stand, crowds from all over the premises 
flock to hear him, and he is dlways encored just 
as many times as the law allows. 

That is a very different sort of business from 
playing in concerts once or twice of an evening, 
and it isn’t any wonder that he should give out 
in time. People who knew bim of old imagined 
his “lip” could stand anvth ing on earth. But 
they were not thinking of Coney Island. That 
blessed spot would break any well-reculated 
scheme this side of Hades’ back-kitchen. I 
think it would fetch the Cardiff Giant or the 
Count Joannes. It did the business for Levy, 
anyhow. Several weeks ago be was threatened 
withthe **frozen-iip,’”’ but he pluckily stuck to 
bis contract, determined, like Grant, to “fight 
it out on that live if it took all summer.“ It 
didn’t take so long, however. 
grew more serious as time advanced, and at 
last Levy had to pull out, so the story gees. He 
was succeeded dy a Cuban named Salcedo, 
whom the intelligent newspapers hereabouts 
have been wildiy praising, under the impression 
that he was Levy. It is said that the trouble 
which has overtaken the great cornetist is

a player. Countless people will be sorry to 
bear and loth to believe the reports. But it 
comes to ine fram a source which I have every 
reason to rely upon as wholly truthful. And, 
after all, if the absence of the great soloist 
keeps people away from that doubie- 
barreled, abnormally inflatea, and sand-ribbed 
fraud, Coney Island, Levy may congratulate 
himself upon not having lived in vain. I don’t 
know that he is the sort of a chap who cap rec- 
oncile himself to the plessing frame of mind 
which makes one glad if their loss is somebody 
else’s gaia. But there are plenty of missionaries 
who will be willipg to labor with bim oa that 
topie and take chances on his conversion.

To attribute great tntel- 
lectual qualities to George Washington is to 
rob bim of his true glory, and to us of his 
inspimag example, fhe Frenchman who de- 
fimed genius to be a form of idiovy,’’ might 
have Mlustrated bis paradox by the exampte of 

t, bunorable, conscien- 
—eiting bim as the man of all 


exceptional mental guts. ihe endearing charm 
of characeer arises from the fact that, without 
possessing mental qualities of extraordinary 
foree or Drnilliancy, he habitually used the whole 
of what mind he had in discovering the mght 
course. Only iu one particular was be excep- 
tionally gifted. He had a genius for rectitude. 
Chere, indeed, he was extraordivary,— perbaos 
unique among pubiic men. As Mr. Jefferson 
remarked, he never acted until he bad exuausted 
every means within bis reach of ascertaining the 
true course; and, when that had been decided, 
he was able to hold to his purpose with a firm- 
neus impossible to a man of more Varied gifts 
and warmer sympathies. ‘“‘tiis justice,” said 
Mr. Jefferson, “was the most inflexibie I have 
ever kaown,—no motives of interest or consan- 
guinity, of friendship or hatred, being able to 
bras bis aecision.”’ It ie ths trait which makes 
his eramoſe at once consvling t animating to 
oeings so limited as ourselves. To make suen a 
man a demi-god is to him. It is as if 
we should paint a solid and kindiy Squire of a 
parish, the beniguant and just father of nis 
neignborhood, as a Jupiter Tonans, and send 
him down to pesterity disguised in the tinsel 
trappings of the stage.

can be formed with se little assistance from 
them? A strenuous conflict with outward things 
develops strength and practical — but, in 
these modern days, recorded knowledge, and 
that alone. gives che wide sweep of observation 
which statesmapehip demands. ‘(he ideal edu- 
cation, une universtty of our dreams, combines 
work aud study, toought and things, head aud 
hund; places be student at his desk in Lhe morn- 
ing, ou the farm in the afgeraoon, aud at the bail 
in the evening; makes bim a laborer, a man of 
business, a thinker, and a gentieman, all at 
once. But this is oviy the ideal university, for 
which we must be convent to wait loug. asb- 
ington, uke most of ze sons of men, bad full 
access, in his early days, to only one of whe 
means of developmeot,—a close contact with 
rude things and average meu. He was aware 
that this is not the whole of education, and 
there were times when he lamented that he 
possessed but the most indispensabie part of it.

Washington inherited the instinct of

imself of the stuff that prosperous gentlemen 
are made of. Asa youth of 16, on bis survey- 
ing tours be endured every sort of bardqpip and 
privasion. which sleeping in log huts of one room 
“with wan. wife, and children, like dogs 
cats, and ha is he who gets the berth nearest 
the * But he had a consolation whica enabled 
bim to bear this mode of existence,—*‘a doub- 
loon every day, and sometimes six pistoles.””

He accepted and enjoyed kis good fortune 
in the manner at the period, being 
particularly noted for his ardent love of 
fox-hunting, In the bunting season he would 
be out with such hounds as be had two or three 
times a week. He gave the unhappy foxes of 
Mt. Vernon no peace, He maintained also the 
prescribed chariot of Colonial Virginia, and eu- 
joyed the pubiie balls given occasionally at 
Alexandria. Nor was he the grave and austere 
personage we are frequently asked to think 
him. The direst editing bas not sacceeded in 
removing from his ablisbed writings all treces 
either of the kindly humor or the hot temper of 
the man. He was evidently fon@of nis jest, 
and could roar with laughter on Occasion. His 
wit was not brillidnt, but it suflived to amuse 
guests well disposed to merriment after dinner. 
Upon reading his diary we can fancy bim teiling 
them of ihe ball he attended at Alexandria, 
when there was such a ~plentiiul lack 
of the dainties usually provided at 
such enterteluments: “However, in a 
convenient room, detached fer the purpose, 
abounded great plenty ef bread and butter, 
some biscuits, with tea and coffee, which the 
drinkers of could not distinggish from but water 
sweetened. Be it remembered that pocket- 
haudkerchiefg served the purposes of tabie- 
‘cloths and napkins, and that no apvlogies were 
made for either. 1 shall therefore distinguish 
this bali by the style and title of the bread-and- 
butter ball.“ This is kind, homely, country 
humor. pleasant to read and remember. It was 
pot a kling joke to call this ball by the styfe 
and title of the bread-and-butter ball; but in 
those simole days such a jest would pervade s 
county, aud be remembered for many months.

and fire has been ruthlessly obliterated, to read 
the letter which he wrote im repiy to this mat 
vidual. He acknowledges the receipt of the im-

personally without letting you feel some marks 
of my resentment, would advise vou 
to be cautions in writmg a second 
of the same tenor.”

Washington was not active or conspicuous in 
the dispute: but his judgment of it at every 
moment was sound. He had, happily, not the 
martial spirit; be loved his country, British 
Empire; it bad beea the longing of his life to 
visit the metropolis of t Empire. But, 
when it became «a question between Ilib- 
erty and loyalty; the only doubt with him 

concerning most effectual 

of preserving liberty. As early 
as 1769 he ex the opmion to Geo 
Mason that, in defense of liberty, no man shou 
scruple to use arms. But arms should be the 
last resource. Addresses and remonstrances 
bad proved ineffectua', and be then favored the 
scheme of starving their trade and manufac- 
tures. When blood had been shed at Lexington 
it excited withiu him, not resentment, not the 
martial spirit, but only the profoundest sorfow. 
„ Unhappy it 1s,“ he wrote, “to reflect that a 
brother’s sword bas been sheathed in a brother’s 
breast, and that the once happy and peaceful 
plains of America are to be either drenched with 
blood or inhabited by slaves. Sad alternative!

Hamtiton, as we know, not merely did not bold 
this opinion, but had little patience it; he 
held it in contempt, as an evidence of proyin- 
cial narrowness or fanaticism. @efferson, a na- 
tive of Virginia, descended from a Jefferson who

seem anything less than sovervign. Hamilton, 
not a native of Lhe country, was devoid of sym- 
thy wita the pride of New-Yorkers in New 
ork and with the pride of Virgio in Vir- 
ginia.

These are pow valuable 
only for farm gardening, and the Assessors 
bave broughg down the valuation toa figure 
proportioned fo the revenue they can be made 
to jield. Some of the valuations made during 
tne real estate inflation of 1871-1873 have been 
cut down one+hali, and some three-quarters.

ROMANCE OF A SKULL. 


A Strange Story of the Old National Theatre 
of Cincinnati. 
John Carboy in New York Dispatch. 

% Here, do you see this skull!“ 

He handed me the grim remnant of mortality. 
It was worn smooth by constant handling. Then 
he narrated its romance. It was the skull of a 
murderer named John F. Cowan, who killed his 
wife and two chilaern—the third, a boy, escap- 
ing by hiding under the bed—in Cincinnati, O., 
in 1836 or 37, in a little, old, tumble- down frame 
building on Vine street. Cowan was a carpenter, 
and at odd times bad worked around the theatre 
when out of a job in his regular line. The cause 
of his crime was jealousy. One morning, just 
as his wife was preparing to go to market, he 
came in and, with a broad-ax, literally chopped 
his vietim into pieces. Escaping through a rear 
door, and passing tarough an unoceupied stable, 
where he threw down the blood-stained ax, be 
made his way to the 1 1 city, —1 
was next day captured, broug avk, tried, 
convicted, sentenced, and publicly hanged. His 
last words were: 

Let me face the sun; now, then, let me fix 
the noose myself, Mr. Sheriff—there, that will 
do. Ill soon be aset piece—a quick drop, too 

ve me a bite of tobacco.”’ 

‘The surgeons took his body, and the skeleton 
was bleached, wired, and put on exhibition with 
the biood stained dresses of bis wife and children 
in Dorfeint’s museum, The glass case in which
